Item that cuery Deuonſhyzekarſey called Boſſone, the whiche is 
appoynted by the lame ſtatute to weygh beynge dꝛye. ritii.poundes at 
the leaſte, hall weygh beyng well ſroured thicked, mylled, and fullye 
dꝛyed, after the rate ofeuery parde one pounde at the leaſte.

the ſeas,02 ſigned by a-Notarye there, after the accuſtomed maner te⸗ 
ſtifienge and declarynge thereby the lolſſe and damage which the mar: 
chauntes ſhall haue luſteyned by ſuche defectyne and faultye clothe oꝛ 
clothes ſo tranſpoꝛted, that then the clothier oꝛ clothiers, oꝛ other pers 
ſon of whome the clothe oz ciothes was voughte, theyꝛ executoures oz 
adminiſtratoures,ſhall within lixe wekes next after requeſte made by 
the ſapde marchaunte, his executours , adminiſtratours, oz aſſygnes, 
well and truelve ſatiſfyed content and paye, toſuche marchaunte, hys 
executours 02 adminiſtratours, oꝛ aſſignes, al and euere ſucheſumme 
and ſummes ol monpe as (ball ſo be mentioned, expꝛeſſed, and declared 
in the ſayde certificate, vpon payne of foxteyture to the partye greued, 
fo euery none payment vpon ſuch requeſte, double the value of ſuche 
ſumme oz ſummes mentioned in the ſayde certificate. 

Pꝛoupded alwayes, that ſuche marchaunte ſhall not in anve wyſe 
haue by vertue of this acte any recompence foꝛ lacke of length, bꝛeadth 
oz weyght ol oꝛ fo any cloth, whervnto the ſealeof any cytye, boꝛough 
oz towne coꝛpoꝛate halbe fſyxed. 

Item, vl any perſonne ſhall by him ſelfe oz by anpe other hs 67 by 
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htm pzocureb,coltterfet ſet to, oꝛ take awap fro any cloth karſey, fryſe, 
rugge, 02 cotten, anpe ſeale appoynted to be fixed to any clothe, karſep, 
fryſe,rugge,o2 cotten,cyther by this acte, oꝛ by the layde fozmereſta- 
tute, that then euerye ſuche perſonne ſoo offendinge , (hall incurre and 
haue lyke penaltyes,fozteytures,and puniſhmentes,as in the ſapd foꝛ⸗

roughe, oꝛ Towne coꝛpoꝛate, by vertue ofhysſayde offyce, anye thing 
in thys acte, oꝛ in the ſayde foꝛmer eſtatute tothe contrarye, notwyth- 
ſtandyng. 

Item be it further enacted by the aucthoꝛitie afoꝛeſayde, that euery 
perſonne and perſonnes, not dwellinge and inhabitinge within anye 
Citie, Boꝛough.oꝛ coꝛpoꝛate towne, and makyng any of the clothes oꝛ 
karſeys afozeſayde,maye lawfullye bꝛinge the ſame to the nerte Cytie, 
Boꝛoughe, oꝛ coꝛpoꝛate towne, where anye ſuch kynd of clothes oz kar 
ſeyes be oꝛ ſhalbe commonlye made there to be ſealed in maner and 
fourme as is befoꝛe expreſſed, s 

Item, vt any Searcher oz Sealer apointed, oꝛ to be appointed by 
vertue of thys pꝛelente acte, oꝛ of the ſapde koꝛmer Statute, ſhall ſette 
the Seale of anye Citie. Boꝛoughe oꝛ Towne cozpozate, to any cloth, 
which ſhall not conteyne ſuche lengthe, weyght, and bꝛeadth, as in the 
ſayde foꝛmer Statute, oꝛ in this pꝛeſente acte is appoynted, that then 
the Mayer and Comminaltpe, oꝛ Baplyf and Compnaltye,o2 other cox 
poꝛatton of the Towneſhippe, bi whatſoeuer name oꝛ names it oz they 
halbe incozpoꝛated, where ſuche cloothe, karſeye ,fryſe, cottonne, oz 
rugge ſhalbe ſo ſealed, ſhall fozteyte and loſe the hole value of the clothe 
ſoo ſealed.

It is allo enacted by the aucthoꝛitie of this pꝛeſente parlyamente

mon tlotge markette of London, commonlpe called Blackewell hall, 
oꝛ in ande common cloth faire, oʒ clothe markette of anye other Cytpe, 
Boꝛoughe, oꝛ Towne coꝛpoꝛate, in and durynge the tyme of the fayze, 
oꝛ marketre,anye Acte oz Statute to the contrarye notwythſtan 
dynge 

, Be it further enacted, that all and euerpe artycle, clauſe, and ſen 
tence in the ſayde founer Statute made in the fyfte and ſexte peare ol 
the teygne ol our ſayde late Soueraigne Loꝛde, kynge Edwarde the 
Syxte, beinge not repugnaunte oz contrarye to anye article , clauſe oz 
ſentence contepned in this preſente acte, ſhall ſtande in full fozce and el⸗ 
fecte. 

Pꝛouyded al wayes that no perſone oz perſonnes ſhall incurre the 
daunger penaltpe, oꝛ foꝛfeyture limitted and appointed loꝛ any offence 
in the layde foꝛmer acte, the whych is already mittigated oz other wiſe 
app9ynted by this pꝛeſent acte. F 

And be it further enacted by the aucthozitie afoꝛeſapde that cue- 
rye clothier ſhall cauſe euerye clothe whychehe (all put to (ale,from 
and after the feaſte of the Natiuitie of Saynte Jhon Baptyſte nexte 
commynge,to be marked with the letter. M. crowned wzoughe in the 
clothe. vpon payne to forfeyte.rr.s.foz euerpe cloth, beyng ſolde 02 put 
to ſate by anye ſuche clothier after the layde feaſt not marked with the 
layde lettre M. as is afozelayde.

Item, where as dtuers aunciente cities, boꝛoughes, and townes 
coꝛpoꝛate within this realme of England, hath ben in times paſt well 
and ſubſtancially inhabited,occupyed, mayntepned, and vpholded as 
well by reaſon ol makynge ol bꝛoad wollen clothes and karſeyes, as al 
ſo by dyuers other artificers, inhabitinge then in the ſayde to wnegs, at 
whiche time alſo the vyllages and huſbande townesflouryſhed , and 
huſbandzye and tyllage was well mainteined to the great benefitte of 
the realme and al the people therein fozaſmuch as diuers yeares paſt,

72 E parliament aſſembled, that where at a pariyament hol 
deat n eſtminſter, in the. xiii.pere ofthe reigne ol king 
Nycharde the ſecond, it was fo2 ſond2y good con! iderations, oꝛdeined 
and enacted that no alyen frenchman, ſhould haue oꝛ enioye any bene⸗ 
kyce within thys realme but that they choulde be auoyded foꝛthwyth 
out of the ſame, befoꝛe a certayne time in the layde acte limitted, as in 
the ſame acte is moꝛe playnelpe conteyned. Ind that at what hower,

fy2ſte defaulte oꝛ necligence in not papinge the Subſedye, accoꝛdynge

And the lozde Chauncelloureof Englande, and ke- 
perofthe kynge and Queeneggreate Seale foz the tyme beynge, ſhall 
make and directe oute ofthe courte of Chauncerye,vnder the kinge # 
quenes greate Seale, ſeuerall commiſſions. That is to ſape, to euerpe 
Shire, Kydpnge, Lath, apentake, N ape, cytye, Towne, Burrough 
Ille, and houſeholde, vnto ſuch perſonne and perſonnes, as by hys diſ 
cretion and either with him afoze named and appoynted in like maner 
and fourme as is afoꝛe rehearſed, ſhalt be thought ſutiycyente foꝛ the 
ſeaſſynge and leuyinge ol the ſame Snbſedye,in all ſyyꝛes and places, 
attoꝛdyngt tothe true meanynge ol thys acte . uShyche Commpſſpon 
foz the paymente of the ſapde Subſedye,ſhall be dyꝛected and "_ 
re 
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lpuered to the ſayde commiſſioners, oꝛ to one ofthem befote the lyꝛſte 
daye of Apꝛyll nexte comminge, and to euerye of the ſayde commyſſp- 
ons tenne Sedules,conteynynge in them the tenonre of thys acte, 
ſhall be affyled,by the whiche commiſſion the commiſſioners in euerye 
ſuche commiſſion, named, accoꝛdinge to this acte and as many of them 
as (hall be appoynted by the ſame commyſſpon, ſhall haue full power 
and aucthoꝛytye to putte the eſfecte ofthe ſame commpſſpon in executi 
on. | 

And that by the aucthoꝛitie of this acte,after ſuche tommiſſpon to 
them dyꝛected, they maye by they: aſſentes and agrementeg , ſeuer thẽ 
ſelues foꝛ the execution of their commyſſpon in hundzedes, Lathes, 
wardes, and rapes, apentakes, townes. pariſhes, and other places, 
within the lymyttes of theyꝛ ſayde commyſſpon, in ſuche fozme as to 
them ſhall ſeme expediente to be oꝛdered, and bet wene them to be com: 
moned and agreed, accoꝛdynge to the tenoure and effecte of the com: 
myſſyon to them therein dyꝛected, vpon which ſeueraunce euerye pers 
ſonne of this pꝛeſente parliament that ſhalbe commiſſioner, (þalbe aſſig 
ned in the hundꝛed wherein he dwelleth. 

Pꝛouided alwapes that no perſonne be oz ſhal be compelled to be 
anye commillioner to and foꝛ the execution of this pꝛeſente Acte but 
onelye in the Shyze where he dwelleth and inhabiteth. And that eue⸗ 
rye perſonne beyng aſſigned tothe contraryethereof in anye wiſe ſhall 
not be compelled to putte in execution the effecte ofthys acte , ozanye 
parte thereof, 7 

And it is alſo enacted bythe aucthoꝛitie ofthis pꝛeſente parliament 
that the commiſſtoners and euerye ol them whiche walbe named, ly⸗ 
mitted and appoynted accoꝛdynge to thys acte to be commiſſioners in 
euerye ſuche ſhyꝛe, Ridinge, Lath, ndapentake, Rape, Cytye, towne, 
Burroughe, Ille, and the ſame houſeholdes, oz anye other places, and 
none other ſhall truelpe, elfectuallye, and dylygentlye foꝛ theyꝛ parte, 
execute the effecte ofthis pꝛeſente acte accoꝛdinge to the tenour thereof 
in euerpe behalfe andnoo other wyſe by anye other meanes, withoute 
omiſſion, fauoure, dꝛeade, malyce, oꝛ anye other thinge to be attempted 
and done by them oꝛ anye of them to the contrarye therof, And þ ſame 
Commyſſponers and as manpe otthem as ſhalbe appointed by þ ſams 
commiſſion, and none other fox therecution of the ſame Commyſſyon 
and acte,ſhall foꝛ the taxation ofthe ſame payment of the ſapde Subli 
die befoze the. vi. daye of Apꝛyll nexte commyng by vertue of the com- 
miſtions deliuered vnto them in fourme aboueſayde , directe theire ſe⸗ 
uerall oz ioynte pꝛecepte vnto eight ſeuen . ſixe, fiue foure oꝛ tie oꝛ mo, 
as foꝛ the number of the inhabitauntes ſhalbe requyſpte, ofthe mooſte 
ſubſtanciall dilcrete and honeſt perſons inhabytauntes, to be named 
by the ſapde commiſlioners oꝛ by as man ye of them as ſhalbe 3 
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ted bythe ſapde commiſſion of, and in hundzedes, lathes, rapes, wapen 
takes, wardes paryſhes,. townes, and other places, aſwell wythin ly: 
bertpes, Fraunchyles auncient demeane, places exempted, and laintu 
aryes as withoute, within the limittes ol the ſhires, rydinges, lathes, * 
wapentakes, rapes, Cities, Townes, Burroughes oz Jſle afozcſayde 
and other places within the limites of theyꝛ commyſſpon vnto the con 
ſtables,ſubcon(tables, Baylyffes, and other like officers, oz mynyſters 
of euery ofthe lame hundꝛedes townes. wardes, lathes, wapentakes, 
parycbes and other places befozeſayd, as to the ſame Commyſſioners 
and euerye number of them, oꝛ vnder thꝛee oꝛ two of them by theyz dyl⸗ 
tretion in diuiſion ſhall ſeme expediente, as by the maner a vie of that 
parties ſhalbe requiſite.Strayghtly by the ſame pꝛetepte chargynge 
and commaundynge the ſame inhabitauntes, conſtables, and other of 
fycers afozeſayde,to vohome ſuche pꝛecepte ſhalbe ſoo directed to aps 
peare in their pꝛoper perſonnes, befoze the fayde Commyſſyoners , oꝛ 
fuch number of them as they ſhall deuide them ſelfes,accozdynge to the 
tenoure ofthe ſayde commiſſion, at certapne dayes and places, by the 
ſayde commiſſioners oꝛ anye number ol them as is afozeſayde, wythin 
Cities, Burroughes, and to wnes Coꝛpoꝛate, oꝛ wythoute in anpe o⸗ 
ther place, as is afoꝛeſayde bytheir dyſcretions,ſhall be lymptted there 
vnto, to doo and accomplyſhe al that to them on the partye ol the king 
and Quenes maieſties, halbe eniopned touchynge thys acte. 
Commaundynge further by the ſame pꝛecepte, that he to whole hands 
ſuch pꝛecepte ſhall come ſha!l ſhrwe oz delyuer the ſame to the other in- 
habytauntts oꝛ offycers nameb in the ſapde pꝛecepte, and that none ol 
them fayle to accomplyſhe the ſame, vpon payne of foztye ſhyllynges to 
be fozleyted to the quenes Maieſtpe. 

And it is further oꝛdeyned by the aucthoꝛitie of thys pꝛeſente 
Parlyamente, that euerye ofthe Commyſlpouers then beynge, in the 
Shire and hauinge noo lutfycpente excuſe fot his abſence, all at the 
daye and place pzefired, fozthat parte where vnto he was lymytted to 
ap-eare in hys pꝛoper perſonne. And there the lame Commyſſyoners 
beynge pꝛelente, oꝛ aſmanye as (halbe appoynted by the kynge and 
Queenes Commpflpon, ſhall call oz cauſe to be called befoze them the 
ſayde in habytauntes, and offycers,to whome they haue dyꝛected their 
ſayde p22ccptes,and whyche hadde in commaundemente there to ap⸗ 
peare by the layde pꝛecepte of the ſayde Commyſlyoners, and yk anpe 
perſon ſoo warned make defaulte, onles he then be letten by ſickenes 
o, lawefull excuſe, and that let then be wytneſſed by the othes oftwo 
credible perſonnes, oz yf any appearyng refuſe to beſgyo2ne in fourme 
folowynge, to foꝛfeyte tothe kynge and quenes Maieſtpes, ſoꝛtye Hil- 
lynges, and ſoo at euerye tyme appoynted by the layde commiſſioners, 
fo the ſapde taxations, vnto ſuch tyme the 3 of euer ſuche per: 

J. fonnes 
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ſonnes,haue appeared and certified in fourme vnder wꝛitten, and ene 
rye of them, ſo makynge defaulte oz refuſpnge to be ſwoꝛne, to foꝛſept 
to the kynge and queenes Maieſties, foꝛtye ſhyllynges. And vpon the 
ſame appearaunce had, one of the moſt ſubſtanciall inhabytauntes, oz 
officer ſo beynge warned and appearing befoze the ſayde Commpſſpo: 
ners,ſhalbeſwozne vpon a boke, openlye befoze the commyſſponers in 
fourme folowyng. I ſhal truely enqupꝛe with my felowes, that ſhalbe 
charged with me ofthe hundzed, wapentake⸗ warde, towne ot other 
place ot the beſt and moſt value of the ſubſtaunce ol euery perſon dwel 
lynge and abydynge within the limittes of the plates that J and my 
felowes chalbe charged with, and or other, which ſhal haue his oꝛ their 
moſte reſoꝛte vnto anye ofthe ſayde places, and chargeable with anpe 
ſumme ol monye, by this acte ofthe ſayde ſubſedy, and of all other arti 
cles that Ichalbe charged with touchyng the ſaid act, and accoꝛding 
to the int ente of the ſame. And therevpon as nere as it mape be oꝛ ſhall 
come to my knowledge, truelpe to pꝛeſente and certuye befoze youthe 
names, ſurnames, and the beſte aud vttermoſt ſubſtaunce and valueg 
of euerye of them aſwell of landes, tenementes, and other heredpta⸗ 
mentes poſſeſſions, and pꝛoſtyttes, as of goodes, cattells, debtes, and 
other thynges chargeable by the ſayde acte, withoute anye conceyle- 
mente, loue, fauour affection, dꝛeade, feare oꝛ malyce as nere as God 
— geue me grace, ſo helpe me God and the holye contentes of thys

And euerpe other perſon that ſhall appeare there by the lame pꝛe⸗ 
ceptes ſhall make like othe and vpon the othe ſo taken as is afozelayd, 
by the inhabytauntes and officers of euery hundꝛed, ward, wapetake 
towne,o: other place, the laide commiſſioners,ſhall openiye there rede 
oz cauſe to be red vnto them the ſayde rates and openly declare the ef- 
fect of their charge vnto them, in what maner and fourime they ought 
and ſhoulde make their certificate, accozding to the rates and ſummes 
thereof aboueſayde, and of all maner ofperſonnes,as well of aliens g 
ſtraungers⸗denizens oz not denizens, inhabyting wythin this realme 
as of ſuch perſonnes as be boꝛne vnder the Queenes obeyſaunce char 
geable to thys acte. 

Ind of the poſſeſſions goodes and cattels of fraternityes, guildes 
toꝛpoꝛations, bꝛotherhedes, miſterpes, and comminaltyes, and other 
as is aboueſayde,and of perſones being in the partyes of beyonde the 
Seas. hauynge goodes oz cattels, landes. oꝛ tenementes, within thys 
Realine as is afozeſayd. Ind of all goodes beyng in the cuſtody of any 
perſonne oz perſonnes, to thuſe of anye other as is aboueſayde, by the 
whych infozmation,and cbewinge the ſayd perſonnes ſhuld haue ſuch 
playne knowledge ofthe true intente of thys pꝛelente Acte, and ofthe 


maner ok their certfpcate, that the ſame perſonnes-ſhall haue no —

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aablecauſe to etcuſe them by ignozaunce. And after ſuch othe and the 
Statute oftheſayde Subſedy. and the maner of the ſayde certifpcate 
to be made in wꝛitinge conteyninge the names and ſurnames of eue⸗ 
ry perſonne. and whyther they be bome withoute the Quer nes obeys 
launce oz within, and the beſt value ol euerp perlonne, in euerydegre, 
as well of yerely value ol ſandes and tenementes, and ol ſuch like poſs 
ſeſſion and pzofittes,as the value of goodes and cattelles debtes, and 
euery thinge to the certificate requiſite and neceſſary to them declared 
the ſapd Commiſſioners thete being. pal by they; diſcretions apomte 
and limitte vnto the ſayde perſonnes an other dape and place to aps 
peare befoze the ſayde commiſſtoners, and chargynge the ſayd perſons 
that they mthe meane time wall make diligent enquirie by all wayes 
and meanes of the pꝛemiſſes, and then and there euerye ol them vpon 
payne of foꝛfeyture ot. xl. a. to the kynge and Quenes Maieſties, to ap 
peare at the ſayde newer pꝛefixed daye, and place, thereto certyſye vnto 
the ſapde commiſſioners in wꝛitinge accozding to they: ſayde charge 
and accozdynge to the true intente ol the ſayde graunt of Subſedpe, 
as to them in maner afoꝛeſapde hath bene declare d and chewed by the 
commiſſioners.

Ind of ſuche 
as appeare redy to make ceruficate,as is afozeſayd.the ſayde commiſ⸗ 
ſioners there beyng (ball cake and rere aue the ſame certificate and eue 
rye part therof, and the names and values, a ſubſtauute of euery per⸗ 
fon fo certified. Ind if the lame commyſſyoners ſee cauſe reaſonable 
they ſwall examen the ſayde preſentersthereof,and therevpon the ſayd 
commiſſioners at the ſayde dayes and plate, by they; agrement emon⸗ 
ges them lelles, ſhali from time to time openly there pꝛelixe a dape at a 
certapne place wy nts — limittes of theyz commyſſpon by 
they: dyſcretion, fox they further pzoceding to the laid aſſefſpng of the 
ſayde Subſidie, and therevpon at the ſayde day of the ſayd certificate 
as is afozeſayde taken, the lame commiſſionets ſhall make they; pꝛe⸗ 
tepte oꝛ pꝛeteptes to the conſtables,ſubconſtables,Baylyffes, oz other 
officers of fuche hundꝛedes ndapentakes , townes, oz other places a- 
fozelayde, as the ſame commuſſioners ſhall be of, compzyſing and con- 
tepninge in the ſame pꝛetepte, the names and ſurnames of all perſons 
preſented befoze them in the layde certifycate ol whome yf the layde 
commiſſionets oꝛ as many ofthein as ſhalbe therevnto appoynted by 
the kynge and quenes commiſſion, ſhal then haue vehement lulpect to 
de of moze greter value oz ſuuſtaunce in er 1 02 
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fumes ofmonyeowyngeto them oz other ſubEaunce defo2eſayd,ths - 
- vpofi\uch perfonne oz perſonnes ſhalbe certifyed,the tame commiſſto⸗ 
nets ſhall make theyz eorÞreceptes directedtothe conſtables, : 
baylyffes,ozotherofficers to wh th pꝛecept halbe directed; coma 
ding the fame conſtables, bailiffes; dz other officers, to warne ſuch per 
ſonn :s whoſe names ſhalbe compriſed in che ſayd pꝛecept at their mã⸗ 
lions, oꝛ to theyꝛ perſonnes chat de ſame perſons named in ſuche pꝛe⸗

At whyche dayt and 
place ſo pꝛefired, che ſapde commMioners then there bepnge oꝛ as ma⸗ 
nyofthem as ſhalde there vnto appoxinted dy chekyuge andQurenes 
comniſſton ſhall cauſe to be catiedtheſapde peeſonnes, whole names 
ſhalbe compꝛiſed in the ſaid pꝛetept. as is veforeſayde; for they; exami⸗ 
nation. And if any ot thoſe perſonnes whiche thoutde be warned as i 
deſoꝛeſapde to be examen, whychyaranye tyme after the warning, 
and befoꝛe the prefireddaye,@aibe within lurde plate where he mayt 
haue knowledge ofhys ſayde appeataunce to de made, make defaulte 
and appeare not onles a reſonale tauſe, oꝛ elisa reaſonable ercuſe by 
the othes ol two credible pertormes vetoze the ſayde Commyſlyoners 
be truely alledc ed fo hys dyſcharge that then euerye ol them ſoo ma⸗ 
kynge defaulte to be taxed to the kynge and Queenes Maieſtyes, 
with and at the double ſummes ot tt rate that te ſhoulde oz ought to 
haue ben ſette at foꝛ and atter the bete value of hys Landes, oꝝ ſub⸗ 
ſtaunce vpon hym certytyrd yt he had appeared, bythe diſcretion of þ 
tommiſmoners there boynge. Ind which Commiſſioners ſhall traueſi

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anyperfon certyfyed oꝛ rated by vertue ol this acte, be he commiſſioner 
oz othertoanye maner of value, dothefiade him lelfe greued wyth the 
fame pꝛeſentment, ſeaſſpnge, oꝛ tarynge, and therevpon complavne to 
the commpyſſponers befoze whome he ſhall be rated, ſeſſrd.

to hys behauour, the ſame double value to be tared gathered, and pay⸗ 
edofhys goodeg and cattells, landes, and tenemenies , * —

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fayde Subſedy and further to.bepuniGed accozdyng to the dilcrety⸗ 
ons of the barons, iuſtices and commiſſponersbefoze whom he albe 
conupeted fo:yys offence and-deceite in that behalfe. 

And further be it enacted by thaucthozitie afozeſayd, that the ſapd 
eomnyſſioners of euery commiſſion wall accoꝛdyng to their diuiſions 
and after they be deuided haue full power and aucthoꝛitie by this act, 
to ſet tax and ſeſſecuery other commiſioner lopned with them in eue⸗ 
ry ſuch commiſſianand dtuiſion. And ſhal alfo.afeſſe euerp aſſeſſoure, 
within their diuyſysn foꝛ hys and they goodes iandes. and other the 
pꝛemiſſes as is abaueſayd, vythe whych layde tommyſlpon the layde 
tammiſlponers, bal indiſterentty ſet taxe and ſeſſe them ſelfes and the 
ſayde aſſe outs, and that aſwellthe ſummes vpon euerye of the ſayde 
tommpſſponers and aſſeſſoureg, ſoo ſeaſſed, rated, and taxed as the 
lummes made and pꝛeſented by the pꝛelenters ( woꝛne as is afozeſayd, 
. ſhaibe wꝛittenne certyſped and eſtreated. And the eſtretes thereofto 
be made with other he inhabitaunts ol the parties, within the limits 
ol the ſame commiſſion and dittyfpon, foo to be gathered and leuped in 
Ike maner as it ouqhte oz ſhoulde haue bene, vf the ſayde commpſſyo⸗ 
ner had not bene in the layd commiſſyon. And that all perſones of the 
eſtate ofa Baron oz barons, and euer eſtate aboue ſhalbe charged v 
their freholde and yalue as is atateſapd by the chauncelloꝛ oz keper of 
the great Seale, Treſurer of England, loꝛd pꝛelident ofthe kyng and 
quenes maieſties pw uy coimce ll, and toꝛde pꝛyuye Seale, foꝛ the tyme 
beynge, oꝛ other perſons bythe kyng and quenes maieſties auctoꝛitck, 
to be limitted, and they to be charged foz the ſayd ſeueral paimenteset 
the ſayde Subledpe alter the tome ofthe layde graunte accoꝛdynge 
to the taxation afoꝛefayde, and the ſummes vpon then ſette wyththe 
names of the Collectoures appoynted ſoꝛ the gatherynge and paying 
of the lame, to be eſtreated, delyuered, and certified at dayes and pla⸗ 
tes abouelpecifyed,by the loꝛde Chauncelloure,treſozer, loꝛd pꝛeſidẽte 
ofthe countell, and loꝛd pzyup Seale foꝛ the tyme being oꝛ ſuch other 
perſons, as ſhalbe limitted by the kyng and quenes maieſtyes, and af- 
ter the taxes and aſſeſſes of the ſayd ſummes vpon and by the ſayde al⸗ 
ſeſſynge and certificate as is afozeſayd made, the ſayde commiſſioners

And the dyſtreſſes ſo0 tas 
ken to kepe by the ſpace of eyght daies at the coſtes and charges ofthe 
owner thereof, And pftheſayd owner do not payeſach ſumme ol mo⸗ 
nye as ſhalbe taved by thys acte withiu the ſame-viit. dapes, then the 
ſame diſtreſſe to be apmayſed by foure, tine oꝛ two of the inhabitaun⸗ 
tes where ſuch diſtreſle is taken, and alſo to be ſolde by the ſayde cõſta⸗ 
ble and other collectoure foz the paymente of the ſande monpe and the
